Carson

broad gauge. 
The Tonopah ! road will also be a standard gauge and it 


can be reliably stated that the work" of transforming these two lines 
will begin between now and January first. 


Three years ago when the Southern Pacific Company began the 


work of straightening its line in' Nevada, it announced tWaJt the object of 
the big roundhouse and machine shops^at Sparks was" 
to provide facil- 


ities for handling not only the work and engines of one Mine, but as 
good as stated that another railroad across the great 
desert 
would 


soon be,built and that Sparkstalnd Reno were to be the terminals. This i 
statement is now borne out. 


The new line will leave the Southern Pacific at a point near Hazen 


and will run in a direct line to Wabuska, there strilkmg the C. & C. 
and continuing to Keeler; from there it will be built across the Mojave 
desert, into Los Angeles 'and to tidewater. 
The route for hundreds of 


'miles will ^parallel the present line being built by Clark, 
which,* when 


completed, would be a powerful factor tm bidding for the big 
freight 


trade of Southern California.1 
The fruit business alone is an item that 


arriounts to hundreds of thousands of dollars annually. 
With a short 


cut across the tropical desert, fruit growers would naturally give the 
new line their patronage.v The Southern Pacific Company long ago rea- 
ilized that this short cut would seriously threaten its business through- 
out Southern California and the events of yesterday show that the 
company intends to meet it by building its own line.
